PART Ill. ADDRESS CONFIDENTIALITY ACT

851. Definitions

As used in this Part, the following terms shall hétve meanings hereinafter ascribed to each,
unless the context clearly indicates another meaning:

(1) "Abuse" means causing or attempting to caugsipal harm, placing another person in fear
of physical harm, or causing another person to engagluntarily in sexual activity by force, threaft
force, or duress, when committed by any of the following:

(@) A person against such person's spouse.

(b) A person against such person's former spouse.

(c) A person residing with the victim if such persordahe victim are or were in a dating
relationship.

(d) A person who formerly resided with the victim ifckuperson and the victim are or were in a
dating relationship.

(e) A person against a parent of such person's chiléthven or not such person and the victim
have been married or resided together at any time.

() A person against a person with whom such person is in a delatigpnship.

(g) A person against a person with whom such person fiyrmvas in a dating relationship,

(h) A person related to the victim by consanguinity oma#fi

(2) "Dating relationship"” means an intimate or sexual relatign

(3) "Physical address" means a residential street asidsehool address, or work address of a
program participant.

(4) "Program participant” means a person currentlyifesitas a program participant under R.S.
44:52.

(5) "Sexual assault” means any of the acts definedia®s in R.S. 14:41, 42, 42.1, 43, 43.1,
43.2, 43.3, and 43.5.

(6) "Stalking" means the acts defined as crimes in R.S. 14:40.2

(7) "Substitute address” means an address designateg@rtmgram participant by the secretary
of state.

852. Address confidentiality program; application; cesdiion; substitute address; renewal; prohibited
acts; penalties

A.(l) The Louisiana Department of State Address @lamftiality Program is hereby established
to provide for the confidentiality of the physicadidresses of program participants who are victims o
abuse, sexual assault, or stalking.

(2) The secretary of state shall promulgate and adoleis ras necessary to effectuate the
provisions and purposes of this Part. Any act orssion of the secretary of state in the implemeurati
of the provisions of this Part shall be reviewabj@on filing a petition for judicial review in the
Nineteenth Judicial District Court.

(3) The following persons may make application to therstary of state to participate in the
address confidentiality program:

(@ Any person who is a victim of abuse, sexual assaulstalking and fears for his or her
safety.

(b) A parent on behalf of his minor child, which chiklthe victim of abuse, sexual assault, or
stalking, and for whom the parent fears for the safety.

() A guardian on behalf of a minor or incapacitatedspe in his care, which minor or
incapacitated person is a victim of abuse, sexsgdt, or stalking, and for whom the guardian féars
the safety.

(4) An application to the secretary of state fortiieation to participate in the address
confidentiality program shall include the following:

(@ A sworn statement by the applicant attesting that tbkcapt has good reason to believe:

(i) That the applicant or the minor or incapacithperson on whose behalf the application is
made is a victim of abuse, sexual assault, or stalking; and



(i) That the applicant fears for his or her safaty the safety of the minor or incapacitated
person on whose behalf the application is made.

(b) A designation of the secretary of state as afperpurposes of service of process and receipt
of mail.

(¢) The mailing address and the telephone number orbatsnwhere the applicant can be
contacted by the secretary of state.

(d) The physical address or addresses that the appftiegmests not be disclosed for the reason
that disclosure will increase the risk of abuse, sexualiseastalking.

(e) A statement attesting that the applicant understdahdt as program participant, if he is a
registered voter, he voluntarily waives his rightvtiie in person during early voting or at the polfs
election day, but is eligible to vote absentee by mail.

() The signature of the applicant and the signaturengfperson who assisted the applicant in
completing the application, as authorized in R.S. 44:56.

B.(l) Applications shall be filed in the office of the secrgtaf state.

(2) Upon the filing of a properly completed applicatidhe secretary of state shall certify the
applicant as a program participant. Such certificaghall be valid for four years following the date
filing unless the certification is cancelled. Therstary of state may establish a renewal procefiure
program participants by administrative rule in ademce with the Administrative Procedure Act. The
secretary of state shall designate a substituteeagddo each program participant. The secretariatd s
shall forward all first-class mail to each program pastiat's substitute address.

(3) A person who falsely attests in an application thatapplicant or the minor or incapacitated
person on whose behalf the application is made v&ctam of abuse, sexual assault, or stalking, or
falsely attests that the applicant fears for hiher safety, or the safety of the minor or incapaed
person on whose behalf the application is made, loo knowingly provides false or incorrect
information upon making an application, is guiltyaofisdemeanor and shall be fined not mor than one
thousand dollars or be imprisoned for not more thaa year, or both. On a second offense, ¢ any
succeeding offense, the penalty shall be a fineovfnmore than two thousand five hundred dollars ¢
imprisonment for not more than five years, or both.

853. Cancellation of certification

A.() If a program participant or the minor or ineetated person on whose behalf the
application is made legally changes his name, h# shtify the secretary of state's office withieven
days of the approval of the name change and praloedementation of the legal name change. If the
applicant fails to timely notify the secretary d¢éte's office or cannot provide documentation @& th
legal name change, the secretary of state may cancel hicaeoin as a program participant.

(2) If a program participant or the minor or incapaeithperson on whose behalf the application
is made changes any of his physical addresses alenshify the secretary of state's office withiewen
days of the change. If the applicant fails to timettify the secretary of state's office of the addr
change, the secretary of state may cancel his certificatiarpeogram participant.

(3) The secretary of state may cancel certificatioa pfogram participant if mail forwarded to
the program participant's substitute address is retaseddeliverable.

(4) The secretary of state shall cancel the certiicabf a program participant who makes a
false attestation or provides false information on his oapplication.

(5) The secretary of state shall cancel the ceatibon of a program participant if such
participant qualifies as a candidate for an office purst@the provisions of R.S. 18:461.

B. Prior to canceling the certification of a program paréinipthe secretary of statieall attempt

to notify the program participant in writing of such action.

854. Substitute address; use

A.(l) A program participant may inform any state or locaragy that he is a program participant
and request that such agency use the substitutessddesignated by the secretary of state as the
participant's address of record for such agencsnyf agency refuses to accept the substitute address
such agency shall submit its refusal to the secretarytefstdfice.

(2) If the secretary of state's office determines thare is a bona fide statutory or
administrative requirement which makes necessaryfie of the program participant's physical address
and that such address will not become a publicrdeicothe custody of the agency, then the secretary



state may provide the physical address of the progparticipant to the agency, after notifying the
program participant in writing that his or her physical addwill be released to the agency.

(3) If the secretary of state's office determines ttietre is not a bona fide statutory or
administrative requirement which makes necessaryfie of the program participant's physical address
or that such address will become a public recoithéncustody of the agency, then the secretaryaté s
shall not provide the physical address of the program pmtitto the agency.

B. The secretary of state's office shall notify tberapriate registrar of voters of the identity of
any program participant within the parish and pdevihe program participant's substitute address. Th
Department of State and the registrars of votesl ake the substitute address for all purposesaeito
voter registration and voting. The program partioiffs|aname and physical address contained in the
voter registration records are confidential andlishat be made available for public inspection or
copying except under the following circumstances:

(1) If requested by a law enforcement agency, to the law enforteagency.

(2) If directed by a court order, to a person identified in thermrd

(3) If the program participant's certification is calheg by the secretary of state. The secretary
of state shall notify the appropriate registrarhmit thirty days of the cancellation of a program
participant's certification.

855. Secretary of state; use of substitute address; exteptio

The secretary of state shall not make any recards program participant's file available for
inspection or copying, other than the substituteesikidesignated by the secretary of state, except un
any of the following circumstances:

(1) If requested of the secretary of state by the atoeimanding officer of a law enforcement
agency or the officer's designee in the mannerigeovfor by rules adopted and promulgated by the
secretary of state in accordance with the Administratreed®lure Act.

(2) To a person identified in a court order upon treeig by the secretary of state of that court
order which specifically orders the disclosure opaaticular program participant's address and the
reasons stated therefore.

(3) To verify the participation of a specific progrararficipant, in which case the secretary of
state may only confirm or deny information supplied by #wpiestor.

856. Program participants; application assistance

The secretary of state shall designate state arad &gencies and nonprofit organizations which
may assist victims of abuse, sexual assault, oristalk making application to the secretary of state
office for certification as program participants.

857. Service of process

A. Service of citation or other process on a program ppatitishall be
made on the secretary of state. If a person makes servitatmincor other process
on a program participant at the program participant'siphlyaddress or personally
on the program participant, knowing that he is a programcpaatit, such service
of citation or other process shall be invalid and shall haveffect.

B. All legal delays for service of citation or other pracesa a program
participant shall be extended ten days.
